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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 40-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being ; 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant claims the instant invention as a "system" but it is unclear if this 
system is supposed to an apparatus or a method as the word "system" could be either. 
Applicant should clarify. It would appear that applicant's claims are drawn to an 
apparatus however if the "system" is to be a method, the steps of the method should be 
claimed. 

Applicant claims a system for treating a patient but it is unclear for what, j 
Applicant has failed to claim for what a patient is being treated and thus the claims do 
not particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The invention is claimed as a "tissue removal system" but it is unclear where the 
claimed "removal" comes into play. The system requires that adipose tissue be ; 
removed from a patient but does not explain how. It is unclear how the system can be a 
removal system without providing means for said removing of tissue from theipattient. 
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The "removal" element would appear to be a critical feature lacking from the 
"system/' It would also appear that a separation means has been excluded from the 
system as it is unclear how the instantly claimed system would facilitate the sepration 
of stem cells from adipose cells which is at least part of the intent of the inventionlt is 
also unclear what the structural relationship between the collection container and 
mixing container is. This connection would appear to be critical for defining the 
invention. 

As the claims are lacking critical components an/ or function relationships j 
between critical components the claims are rejected for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "stem cells 7 in this particular case is indefinite. There are several types 
of multipotent cells which may be associated with adipose tissue and thus the intending 
scope of applicant's claim is unclear. Applicant should more clearly define the; cells in 
question. 

Please note that the language of a claim must make it clear what subject matter 
the claim encompasses to adequately delineate its "metes and bounds". See, e.g., the 
following decisions: In re Hammack, 427 F 2d. 1378, 1382, 166 USPQ 204, 208 (CCPA 
1970); In re Venezia 530 F 2d. 956, 958, 189 USPQ 149, 151 (CCPA 1976); In re Goffe, 526 
F 2d. 1393, 1397, 188 USPQ 131, 135 (CCPA 1975); In re Watson, 517 F 2d. 465> 477, 186 
USPQ 11, 20 (CCPA 1975); In re Knowlton 481 F 2d. 1357, 1366, 178 USPQ 486, 492 
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(CCPA 1973). The courts have also indicated that before claimed subject matter can 
properly be compared to the prior art, it is essential to know what the claims do in fact " 
cover. See, e.g., the following decisions: In re Steele, 305 F 2d. 859, 134 USPQ 292 
(CCPA 1962); In re Moore 439 F 2d. 1232, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1969); In re Merat, 519 F 
2d. 1390, 186 USPQ 471 (CCPA 1975). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 40-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. System is not a statutory class of invention.
